Chessington World of Adventures 
(CWOA) has been fined £150,000 and 
may have to pay thousands more in 
compensation after a four-year-old 
girl fell 12ft while queuing for a 
ride. 

Bosses admitted health 
and safety laws wen 
breached through what 
a judge called “shoddy 
repairs” to a partly 
rotten fence, pictured, 
along the queue for the | 

Tomb Blaster ride. 

The girl, who cannot 
be named for legal rea- 1 
sons, fell through a gap 
in the fence when a palir 
was dislodged in June 201 

She spent a month in hospital 
with a fractured skull and ribs, and 
a bleed on the brain. 

The untreated fence had rotted 
due to water dripping from the roof 
over a period of years. Repairs had 
been made, but were not recorded.

Guildford Crown Court heard on 
Monday staff did not plug the gap 
for 38 minutes after the fallen post 
was found by a cleaner. 

Minutes before the girl fell, a 
woman saved her own daughter 
from the drop by grabbing her coat. 

Passing sentence, Judge Noel 
Lucas QC said the plunge was “an 
accident waiting to happen”. 

He said: “I do not regard the shod¬ 
dy repairs carried out by 
Chessington to have 
^ been adequate. The 
risks were obvious.” 
There had been “a 
serious systemic 
failure in the ad¬ 
ministration of 
Chessington”, he 
said. 

The girl, who has 
now started year 3, is 
“academically behind 

_ her peers”, prosecutor 

Matthew Butt said. 

He said: “There is marked differ¬ 
ence after the accident. She is easily 
distracted, lacks concentration and 
is very easily tired.”

Long waits as A&E 
put under pressure

Patients waited to be seen for up 
to six hours at Kingston Hospital’s 
accident and emergency (A&E) 
department as hospitals across 
the country saw extra admissions 
due to cold weather. 

Hospitals must ensure 95 per 
cent of patients are seen within 
four hours of arriving, but even in 
the last week of 2014 the figure at 
Kingston had slipped to 92.3 per 
cent. 

In the same week, just 13 hospi¬ 
tals in England hit the target. 

The four-hour target governs 
the time between a patient’s ar¬ 
rival and their treatment, admis¬ 
sion to hospital or transfer. 

A hospital spokeswoman said: 
“The whole hospital continues to 
be exceptionally busy and we are 
working around the clock to make 
sure our patients get the best care 
in the most appropriate place. 

“We are working with our com¬ 
munity partners to help ensure 
the right support is in place for pa¬ 
tients when they leave the 
hospital, so that we are able to dis¬ 
charge patients and have beds 
available for the acutely ill pa¬ 
tients who need them. 

“We would ask people to only 



come in a real emergency. Where 
possible, use your GP or local 
walk-in centre.” 

Kingston was not the only hospi¬ 
tal struggling to cope over the 
weekend of January 3. 

At St Peter’s Hospital in Chert- 
sey on Monday last week, people 
were urged to stay away due to se¬ 
vere pressure on services. 

A statement by Ashford and St 
Peter’s Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust said the department was 
under “unprecedented demand” 
and warned all non-emergency 
patients they faced an “extremely 
long wait”. 

By Wednesday last week, a trust 
spokesman said the situation was 
still “a major incident”, but was 
“improving significantly”. 

In June, Kingston Council 


passed plans for anexpansion of 
the hospital’s A&E department. 

A planning document submitted 
by the hospital admitted the ad¬ 
ministration, minor injury and 
observation area was “not fit for 
purpose and needs to allow for fu¬ 
ture expansion” because of 
“cramped accommodation”. 

Work on the expansion is ex¬ 
pected to begin in the summer 
and will allow more space to treat 
the most seriously ill patients, the 
hospital said last week. 

Winter pressure is set to contin¬ 
ue throughout January and 
February. 

Deputy Prime Minister Nick 
Clegg visited Kingston Hospital 
on January 5 to help launch 
Kingston and Surbiton MP Ed¬ 
ward Davey’s election campaign. 


Paramedics to assess patients at home 


Health commissioners are work¬ 
ing with the beleaguered London 
Ambulance Service (LAS) on an 
alternative way of treating pa¬ 
tients to keep them out of acci¬ 
dent and emergency (A&E). 

Since April last year the ser¬ 
vice has struggled with capacity 
and demand for paramedics and 
has seen high staff attrition, a 
report to Kingston Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (CCG) shows. 


In the pilot scheme, based in 
Hollyfield Road, Surbiton, non- 
critical patients are assessed at 
home by an advanced nurse 
practitioner and a paramedic in 
order to ease winter pressures 
on health services including 
Kingston Hospital. 

About 70 per cent of patients 
treated in this way have not 
needed to go to A&E, according 
to the CCG. 


GPs have been told that LAS 
performance in Kingston is bet¬ 
ter than in the capital as a whole, 
in part due to a less precipitous 
rise in demand than has been 
seen elsewhere. 

Kingston Hospital’s record 
on transferring patients out 
of ambulances is good, the 
GPs’ reports said, and in some 
areas is the best in south-west 
London.

The girl has a classroom as¬ 
sistant throughout the day, 
paid for by CWOA’s insurers. 

Claire Howard, of Irwin 
Mitchell solicitors, said on be¬ 
half of the family: “Although 
the Health and Safety Execu¬ 
tive prosecution is now over, 
the civil claim continues. 

“[The girl] still has years 
of difficulty ahead of her 
because of her injuries and 
the likelihood is that she 
may have to live with the con¬ 
sequences of this incident 
forever.” 

A CWOA spokeswoman 
said: “The resort has an ex¬ 
cellent safety record with no 
previous convictions or en¬ 
forcement notices against it, 
and every year invests signifi¬ 
cant resources in mainte¬ 
nance and safety measures. 

“What happened to the 
young child was an isolated 


incident, which we deeply re¬ 
gret, and from the outset we 
have put in place a package of 
support for the child and the 
family which will continue 
for as long as is required.” 

The park had worked with 
the HSE to make the ride 
safer, she added.

'HAPPENED SO QUICKLY' 


The court was read a statement 
by the girl’s mother, in which 
she described how she had suf¬ 
fered post-traumatic stress 
from the incident and had been 
prescribed anti-depressants. 

She said of what happened: 
“This was the first ride we were 
going on that day. We were sim¬ 
ply moving with the queue. 

“One minute she was there, 
and the next she wasn’t. It all 
happened so quickly. 


“I remember running and 
screaming through the queue to 
get down. When I got there she 
wasn’t making any noise at all. I 
went in the ambulance. 

“We weren’t sure if [she] was 
going to survive.” 

Her mother, who said she was 
“very proud” of her daughter’s 
progress, added: “She 
regressed after the accident. It 
was like having a toddler back 
in the house.”

New landlord still

The future of Kingston’s iconic 
gig venue the Grey Horse remains 
unclear, as owners Young’s strug¬ 
gle to find a new landlord. 

The Richmond Road pub, which 
has hosted live music and comedy 
for almost 70 years, closed for re¬ 
furbishment at the end of last 
year following landlord Richard 
Fletcher’s retirement.

with a suitable business plan. 

“Of course it is a problem. It is 
not an option for us to take on the 
pub ourselves. 

“We have just got to hope that 
somebody comes through. Until 
we find the right person there is 
nothing much we can do. 

“We are talking to as many peo¬ 
ple as we can. We hope the pub 
will have captured someone’s 
imagination.” 

He said Young’s were in discus¬ 
sion with four different people at 
this point, but had spoken to 
many others in previous months. 

Any new landlord would not be 
able to move in until the pub’s re¬ 
furbishment was completed in 
March.

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Borough on Ikea’s 
radar for new store

Swedish furniture giant Ikea has 
held talks with Kingston Council 
to discuss potential locations for 
a new superstore in the borough. 

The flat-pack specialist has 
confirmed the company is look¬ 
ing at potential sites in south¬ 
west London and Surrey as part 
of its ongoing expansion plans - 
and council leader Councillor 
Kevin Davis said Kingston is on 
the company’s radar. 

But he was unsure whether a 
site big enough for the iconic re¬ 
tailer existed in the borough. 

Coun Davis said: “Finding the 
space for something as large as 
Ikea is going to be difficult. 

“They would like to be in

Kingston, it is just a matter of 
finding a site and working out 
what would be needed to accom¬ 
modate such a large company.” 

Coun Davis also dismissed ru¬ 
mours that Ikea was looking at 
Shannon Corner in New Malden, 


currently home to the likes of 
DFS, Bensons for Beds, B&Q and 
Halfords. 

He said: “I can’t see anything at 
Shannon Corner being big 
enough for something as large as 
Ikea.” 

The nearest Ikea for Kingston 
residents is also the largest in 
the UK - the 37,000sq m super¬ 
store in Croydon. 

An Ikea spokeswoman said: 
“We are reviewing our expan¬ 
sion strategy on an ongoing 
basis. 

“This includes the rebuilding 
and adaptation of our stores to 
better serve local customers and 
choosing new Ikea locations. 

“We are considering south¬ 
west London as a potential loca¬ 
tion for Ikea, however we have 
nothing to confirm at this point 
in time.”

Kingston residents have ex¬ 
pressed concerns over plans to 
build a 21-storey block of flats at 
Kingston’s historic former post of¬ 
fice site. 

Developer St George has sub¬ 
mitted a planning application to 
Kingston Council finalising its vi¬ 
sion for the Ashdown Road car 
park, part of the town centre’s 
Eden Quarter and a key location 
in the council’s regeneration 
plans. 

The proposals include keeping 
the listed buildings and demolish¬ 
ing others to make way for a 21- 
storey residential block in 
Ashdown Road. 

The building has been designed 
by John Thompson & Partners 
and Malcolm Fryer Architects 
and would see the demolition of 


Argyll House and Brook House of¬ 
fice buildings and their car parks, 
to make way for more than 350 
homes, plus retail, cafe and com¬ 
munity spaces. 

But Kingston resident Tessa 
Kind said: “I’m disappointed with 
the brown block designs, and the 
skyscraper block on corner of 
Wheatfield Way/Brook Street re¬ 
sembles the Cambridge estate 
with protruding balconies. 

“It is actually five storeys taller 
than the Cambridge estate flats - 
making it 21 storeys. It will dark¬ 
en the whole of Eden Street. 

“Why can’t they design an icon¬ 
ic building that the whole town 
can still be proud of in 30 years?” 

Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis said: “In one sense they 
have worked really hard - they 
consulted and listened to the feed¬ 
back that came from that. 

“They are keeping the post of¬ 
fice - restoring it, completely pre¬ 
serving the telephone exchange. 


“But it does go up quite high at 
one point. I think there is still a 
debate about how high we want to 
go in the town centre. This won’t 
keep everybody happy.” 

Marilyn Mason, from the Old 
Post Office (TOPO) community 
group, said: “The TOPO consor¬ 
tium will be happy that all the list¬ 
ed buildings on the site are down 
to be conserved and renovated for 
new uses, and that there are sev¬ 
eral references in the planning 
application documents to commu¬ 
nity use. 

“We look forward to learning 
more about that, as our consor¬ 
tium came together a couple of 
years ago to try to secure afford¬ 
able and accessible community 
space in the former main Post Of¬ 
fice, which has been derelict for 
far too long - it’s time it was 
brought to life again.” 

The planning consultation will 
be open until January 30 at 
kingston. gov.uk.

'Keep weekly recycling’ 


Kingston and Surbiton MP 
Edward Davey believes 
Kingston Council could 
maintain weekly recycling 
and still save money, in light 
of Conservative plans 
to switch to alternate 
collections. 

The Energy Secretary also 
criticised a lack of consulta¬ 
tion over proposals that 
could see households waiting 
two weeks to discard certain 
recyclables, as the Tory-run 
council renegotiates its waste 
managment contract with 
contractors Veolia. 

The council announced late 
last year that it was consider¬ 
ing a propsal to switch to al¬ 
ternate collections for paper 
and tin, a move that would 
save £4.2m over seven years. 

But the plan has been met 
with resistance from resi¬ 
dents and Liberal Democrat 
councillors. 

Mr Davey said: “I think we 
can save money and maintain 
weekly recycling. 

“When the current recy¬ 
cling scheme was brought 
in there was a pilot in 
Berrylands. 

“There was a consultation 
for every area to work out 
what the best way for that 
house or flat or block would 
be. 

“But this time there has 
been no consultation, no pilot 
and not even a proper 
analysis.” 

He added the proposed 
scheme could lead to the 
overflow of recyclables, less 
people recycling and more 
confusion among residents. 

Of Kingston’s neighbouring 
boroughs, Richmond has 
weekly recycling schemes,

while Croydon currently 
uses the same alter¬ 
nate system that Kingston 
hopes to introduce. 

Richmond Park and North 
Kingtson MP Zac Goldsmith 
said: “The truth is, there is no 
perfect recycling system be¬ 
cause what suits one house¬ 
hold won’t necessarily suit 
another, but it’s crazy to 
mount a campaign to pre¬ 
serve today’s system which 
simply isn’t working. 

“Fifty per cent of good recy¬ 
clable waste ends up in land¬ 
fill, and although the council 
should of course listen to 
people’s concerns, I’m 
pleased that it is committed 
to improving, not just main¬ 
taining current recycling 
rates. 

“For my part I am working 
cross-party for changes na¬ 
tionally to reduce the amount 
of waste we generate as a 
country - enough to fill the 
Albert Hall every single 
hour.” 

A decision on the borough’s 
recycling is set to be made at 
full council tonight, January 
15.

A man who raped a Chessington 
pensioner was one of 11 men to 
die while in custody in 
Wandsworth prison last year. 

Robert Richards, 22, hanged 
himself in his cell in July, and left 
a note referencing “debts” he had 
inherited from his former cell 
mate Ian Pearson, 42, who had 
also hanged himself in March. 

At a pre-inquest hearing into 
the deaths of the two prisoners, 
coroner Dr Fiona Wilcox raised 
concerns about the number of 
deaths at the country’s biggest 
prison, and said she would be 
speaking to the police about it. 

Dr Wilcox said: “I am concerned 
last year there were 11 deaths in 
custody. 

“I’m concerned that some of the 
other deaths have similar issues. 

“I will be making inquiries to 


see if these deaths were related in 
anyway.” 

Dr Cox also repeatedly ex¬ 
pressed her disappointment that 
the Prisons and Probation Om¬ 
budsman had not turned up to 
the hearing. 

Richards, of Pear Tree Close, 
Chessington, had been convicted 
in June of raping and attempting 
to murder a woman in her 70s in 
October 2013. 

The father-of-one died days be¬ 
fore he was due to be sentenced 
for his crime. 

At Westminster Coroner’s 
Court on Wednesday last week, 
Jude Bunting, representing 
Richards’ family, raised a num¬ 
ber of concerns about smuggling, 
the care of vulnerable prisoners 
and bullying inside Wandsworth. 

He said: “Mr Richards left a 
note in his cell in which he indi¬ 
cated he couldn’t go on with the 
bullying he was receiving. 

“Mr Pearson I understand to 
have been his cellmate. 


“He committed suicide in his 
cell when he was a prisoner. 

“Mr Richards appears to have 
referred to Mr Pearson himself in 
the note and it appears 
Mr Richards complains to one of¬ 
ficer or maybe more after Mr 
Pearson’s death he was being bul¬ 
lied in respect to debts he had 
inherited.” 

Mr Bunting spoke of C-wing, 
where Richards and Pearson 
resided, and how a healthcare 
assistant was prosecuted last 
year for bringing in contraband, 
and ongoing allegations of a staff 
member bringing in cannabis to 
the wing. 

The court heard just before 
Richards’ death he was due to be 
adjudicated for possession of a 
mobile phone. 

Both inquests could be heard to¬ 
gether by the same jury. 

A date has not yet been set for 
the inquests to take place but fur¬ 
ther pre-inquest hearings are 
expected in coming weeks. 


Drunk thug jailed 

A Surbiton man has been jailed after com¬ 
mitting a slew of offences including as¬ 
saulting a police officer, smashing a glass 
door, being drunk and disorderly and 
stealing beer. 

Andrew Thompson 22, of Alfriston, 
Berrylands Road, was jailed for eight 
weeks on January 7, and ordered to pay 
£250 compensation at Wimbledon Magis¬ 
trates’ Court. 

He had pleaded guilty to the following: 

• Stealing a six-pack of beer, worth £5, 
from Tesco in Hook Parade in November. 

• Obstructing two police officers there. 

• Behaving in a threatening manner to¬ 
wards a person at the shop; and racially 
abusing that person and an officer. 

• Failing to turn up to court in December. 

• Damaging a glass door panel worth £200 
owned by Kingston Council, the day after 
the Tesco incident. 

• Assaulting a police constable on the 
way into the cells at Kingston police sta¬ 
tion in December; and a day later, was 
drunk and disorderly in High Street. 

• Failing to turn up to court for another 
December hearing. 

• Was drunk and disorderly at Surbiton 
train station.

Many complaints of 
block’s faulty lights 


I write with regards to numerous 
complaints made to Kingston 
Council that have been ignored. 

I live in a block that has four 
flats, two on the ground floor and 
two on the first floor. 

I live on the first floor - to reach 
the first floor you have to climb up 
two flights of concrete stairs. 

Within the last year alone, I 
have reported and complained 
about communal lights not work¬ 
ing more than 10 times. 

However, this has been an ongo¬ 
ing problem for many years prior 
to 2014, and I am unsure of how 
many times prior to this that I 
have reported the communal 
lights not working. 

Back in September 2014 just 
after I had an operation I fell 
down the stairs due to the lights 
being out; thankfully I just 
bruised my arm. 

I reported this and asked for a 
manager to call me, but no one 
has contacted me. 


While the council does send out 
the contractors to repair the 
lights all they do is switch back on 
the tripped switch. 

It does not take a rocket scien¬ 
tist to work out that if the fuse 
keeps tripping there is obviously 
a serious problem. 

This problem seems to stem 
from the constant mini lake on 
top of the hard stand. 

When it rains the mini lake gets 
bigger and then obviously trickles 
into the boarded up garages 
below - where the fuse box is. 

Now surely everyone knows 
that water and electrics do not 
mix, so why is this being 
ignored? 

The mini lake has been there for 
so long that the hard stand is slip¬ 
pery and dangerous to walk on. In 
the winter the kids love it as it 
turns into an ice skating rink, but 
in the summer, as the water never 
drains away unless we have a 
drought, the water becomes 


stagnant and a health risk in 
itself. 

In the past I have also reported 
that the felt on the hard stand had 
been peeling back and my daugh¬ 
ter had tripped on it. This was re¬ 
paired, or should I say patched up 
with concrete. 

Due to the repair being a patch 
job it has since broken up and the 
felt has become hazardous again. 

Currently the lights are not 
working again. 

I did report this to the council 
out of hours, but they still have 
not sent anyone to fix it. 

I am not the only resident affect¬ 
ed by this issue. Not having light¬ 
ing is dangerous and can make 
you also feel unsafe, especially 
more so in the winter months as 
many residents live alone. 

What has it got to take 
before this issue is rectified for 
good?

Un-fare rises 
on train travel 

I am writing about the 30 per cent 
price rise of the off-peak Travel- 
card for zones 1 to 6. 

The price used to be £8.90 and is 
now £12. 

This is an unbelievable price 
rise; is the Government trying to 
stop us travelling? 

For 10 years in a row rail fares 
have been hiked well above the 
rate of inflation; now the train ser¬ 
vice is the most expensive in 
Europe. 

So we are stuck with an 
unreliable train service with bro¬ 
ken and outdated trains with 
fewer staff on trains and at 
stations. 

Plus Surbiton station is in the 
wrong zone; it should be zone 5 but 
George Osborne insists that it 
should stay in zone 6. 

The rail network is vital to our 
economy and environment, but 
there is little investment from pri¬ 
vate train operators. 

Most investment is from taxpay¬ 
ers. In 2012-13, taxpayers paid 
£4bn, while private train compa¬ 
nies paid more than £200m in divi¬ 
dends to shareholders. 

The railway needs to be afford¬ 
able, under public ownership, that 
puts people before profit.

I was there for an inten¬ 
sive weekend crash course 

in how to build websites 
from scratch. 

Founded by tech- 
preneur Michael 
Healy (whose con¬ 
troversial student 
r rating app 
Ratemash went viral 
within 24 hours), 
CoderCourse school 
promises to get people 
coding and 
developing 


their tech ideas in two days. 

Healy, a patient teacher 
with the upbeat, can-do atti¬ 
tude that characterises the 
start-up world, invites me 
upstairs and hands me a 
900-page booklet he has 
written to work through. 

Feeling out of my depth, 

I join my fellow skill-seek¬ 
ers and start reading in¬ 
structions to write code, 
wondering how I am going 
to make it through the next 
10 hours. 

Remarkably, by lunchtime, 
my first website has gone 
live and Healy is giving me 
a high-five. By 8pm, his 
learning-by-doing approach 
is finally making the foreign 
symbols sink in. 

Healy is one of a number 
of entrepreneurs who have 
recognised a gap in the 
market for coding courses 
targeting children and 
professionals around 
London. 

The courses are not cheap 
- a CoderCourse weekend

back £800 - although my 
fellow coders, mostly young 
professionals, saw it as a 
worthwhile investment in 
an increasingly competitive 
job market. 

If you think that is 
stretching your budget, the 
next best option is to try 
Code Academy’s free online 
tutorials. The popular site 
organises tutorials as 
computer games to keep 
users engaged. 

Once you have got a grip 
with the language, you can 
join one of several code- 
orientated meet-up groups 
in south-west London. 

Wimbletech, a start-up 
hub in Wimbledon library, 
runs bi-monthly weekend 
“hackathons” for tech 
enthusiasts. 

And if you would like to 
get your children into cod¬ 
ing, look out for events run 
by educational charity Code 
Club, which teaches chil¬ 
dren how to code in schools 
and libraries including 
Croydon library. 

According to Bill Gates, 
“Learning to write pro¬ 
grams stretches your mind, 
and helps you think better, 
creates a way of thinking 
about things that I think is 
helpful in all domains.” 

His estimated $80bn 
fortune mostly came from 
computer programming. 

So investing your time 
and money in coding could 
be a wise and lucrative 
idea.

WHAT'S NEW?: Audi has pressed 
the refresh button on the full A6 
range, so the muscle-bound S6 
saloon and Avant estate get the 
same (tiny) makeover. 

The grille now has twin bars 
running across it instead of sin¬ 
gle, thicker ones, and the head¬ 
lights, bumper and air inlets have 
been slightly reshaped. 

Don some X ray specs and you'll 
see adaptive air suspension set to 
20mm iower than the standard 
A6, while the brake calipers are 
now matt black, the rear diffuser 
has an aluminium-look blade and 
the full-LED headlights are ever- 
so-slightly slimmer. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: The wider 
changes to the base car have 
made it a better-looking platform 
for the S and, in 2015, the RS de¬ 
velopment teams to deal with. 

Side skirts that jut out more 
prominently, 19-inch twin-spoke 
alloy wheels and those flashy 
headlights give it the kind of 
window shopping appeal that 
half of Amsterdam could scarcely 
dream of. 

But the S6's civility is stuffed 
deep down inside its bag of tricks 


and there's no getting rid of it. At 
first glance this could just be an 
S-line spec A6, and its relative un¬ 
derstatement is one of the quali¬ 
ties that help it sell so well. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: In 

finest fast Audi tradition you can 
choose an estate model as well as 
the saloon. The wagon is a bit 
heavier, not that you'll notice un¬ 
less you take it on a track day, but 
it's prettier and as roomy as an 
empty shed. 

The question marks have to 
come further forward, in the pas¬ 
senger zone. With such shapely 
seats and high-quality leathers 


cocooning you like a Persian 
prince, the S6 is better for luxuri¬ 
ating than it is for folding the 
seats down and throwing a load 
of planks into. It's just too well- 
appointed for that. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: Turbocharg¬ 
ing a V8 gets you lots of things; 
power and speed being two. 

The S6 is as rapid as the people 
who take used plates away at all- 
you-can-eat buffets, and it does¬ 
n't feel particularly like a 
turbocharged engine. 

It pulls harder and harder with a 
barrel-chested bellow as the revs 
rise, a lot like the engines of S-car 


Three quarters of drivers in the 
UK think the drink-drive limit 
should be lowered to the same 
limit as recently introduced in 
Scotland.
